Officer Selection 
Team Here Oct. 13 


A marine corps officer procure- 
ment team will be on the campus 
from 8:30 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., Wed- 
nesday, October 13, 1954. They 
will be located in the main corri- 
dor adjacent to registrar’s office 
for the purpose of interviewing 
students who may be interested in 
applying for the platoon leaders’ 
class program (college men) and 
the women officers’ training class 
(college women), both programs 
Jeading to a commission in the 
JS. Marine Corps Reserve upon 
graduation from college. 

The P.L.C. program is a draft 
deferable program that requires no 
drills nor does it require that a 
uniform be worn during the school 
year. A P.L.C. attends two six- 
week summer training sessions at 
the Marine Corps Schools, Quan- 
tico, Virginia, during the time that 
he is in college, and upon gradua- 
tion from college he is commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the 
marine corps reserve. 

Students of a junior college are 
eligible to apply for the P.L.C. and 
W.O.T.C. programs so long as they 
signify their intention to go on to 
a four-year college.

Hartnell College 
Enrollment Up 
To 810 Students 


There is a decided increase of 
enrollment over last year at Hart- 
nell. Last year, on October 19, 
there was a total of 632 students 
enrolled. At press time, there were 
approximately 810 students en- 
rolled, with the possibility of that 
figure increasing by 10 or 12. 
“Hartnell has gained popularity 
with the veterans as proved by the 
comparison with last year’s enroll- 
ment figures. Last year at this 
time there were eight students go- 
ing’ to’ Hartnell on Public Law 346 
(World War II), none on Public 
Law... 16, and 39 on Public Law 
550 (Korean War Bill). 

This year we have registered 94 
veterans on Public Law 550, 5 on 
Public Law 346, and 1 on Public 
Law 16, There are approximately 
20 veterans waiting for clearance 
and when this comes through, the 
figure will swell even more. 

It, looks very much as if the 
Hartnell scene will be controlled 
once again by the feminine fac- 
tion. Why? Because there are 
more men registered than women. 

As indicated by these enrollment 
figures, it appears as if Hartnell is 
increasing in prominence and noto- 
riety. If this figure continues to in- 
crease, Hartnell’s new building ad- 
ditions will be welcome indeed.
